PASSES ASSEMBLY 


ENDING LONG FIGHT 


Hardest 
Battle 
of 
Entire Session 


Brought to a Conclusion Late 


Last Night.

Madison, Wis., July 24.—The great

end with the assembly's concurrence 
last, night in the bill fathered by the 
special committee on conservation of

the senate. The vote was 77 to 15.

provide for state ownership of 
the 
waterpowers. 
,The final vote was preceded by a 
five-hour debate and the rejection of 
two amendments which would have 
materially changed the 
purpose of 
the bill. One admendment, however, 
was- incorporated, 
providing that a 
public utility existing at the present 
time which is operated by waterpow- 
er may avail itself of the 
provisions 
of the act. 
This 
amendment was 
concurred in by the,..senate later in 
the evening, so that the bill now goes 
to the governor. 
The bill it, is said, will be accepted 
by the waterpower interests without 
court content. 
This bill 
compels all 
waterpower 
corporations hereafter 
organized 
to 
take out a public utility franchise. A'l 
franchises are limited 
to a term of 
thirty years, and unless the property 
is then taken over by the state tin 
nower comnany is given an indeterm- 
inate permit. The state has the right 
to purchase the property at any time 
upon compensation. Authority to en- 
force the act is vested in the state 
railroad rommisison.

Although it is generally be- 
lieved that the fires were started by 
convicts, the warden has been unable 
to place the blame. 
When the fire 
broke out today .the whistles were

While the guards and the 
"trustees" were attacking the flames 
more than 1,000 prisoners locked in 
their cells raised a chorus of yells 
that sounded high above,the noise of 
the alarrm The men at work in the 
building were marched out in good 
order.

Out of 


3,043 votes cast the mayor received 
1,570, a -majority of ninety-eight over 
the vote cast for ex-Mayor Nichols, 
the latter being backed by the so- 
called recallists. The latter have had, 
therefore, their pains and trouble in 
vain, and they have saddled on to the 
city a considerable bill of additional 
expense, for which there is nothing 
to show, aside from the fact that a 
majority of the citizens endorse and 
approve the old administration and 
its policies. 


"It .was these policies, in 
fact, 


which -precipitated the recall move- 
ment, the latter being instituted and 
backed'by an element of the citizens 
who favored a 'wide open' town and 
bitterly attacked and denounced the 
mayor and his associates for starting 
a clean-up campaign. 
Following this 


plan questionable resorts and gamb- 
ling places were forced to close, pool 
rooms and saloons were -held to the 
letter of the law regulating their op- 
erations, and a reform movement was 
started all along the line to make 
Janesville a 'decent' city. The result 
was the agitation in favor of recallihg 
the mayor and city commissioners, 
and when the recallists found they 
could not include all three officials in 
one recall, they centered their efforts 
in an attempt to retire the mayor, 
with the result already noted.

Madison, Wis., July 24.—That the 
present statute relating to Sunday 
closing makes it unlawful to sell gro- 
ceries, meat or meat products in this 
state is the opinion of Attorney Gen- 
eral Walter C. Owen in a letter 
to 
Senator William L. Richards of Mil- 
waukee today. The opinion is given 
upon a bill introduced in the senate 
by Senator A.- E. Martin of Milwaukee 
which attaches a. paragraph at 
the 
close of the general Sunday closing 
law declaring that the operation ol 
a meat shop or grocery store in the 
city of Milwaukee shall not be deem- 
ed a work of charity and necessity. 
"It is my impression, however, al- 
though upon this I express no definite 
opinion." says the attorney general, 
that it is unlawful, under the pres- 
ent law, to sell groceries, meat pro- 
ducts in this state. 
If this be true 
then the only effect 
of the latter 
amendment, if it have any effect at all 
IK to operate as a legislative construc- 
tion of the law so that the court might 
hold that the addition of this amend- 
ment reveals the belief on the part or 
the legislature

week. Horatz, who weighs some 350 
pounds, was taken to the county hos- 
pital six W3eks ago and has 
been 
there since, although he is a charge 
of Milwaukee county, Owing to his 
unusual size and the fact that he was 
unable to support himself on his feet, 
his removal was considered unadvisa- 
ble.Horatz' plight has ben the subject 
for burlesque-comment in the press, 
the latest Milwauke dispatch being as 
follows:

"Gibraltal," Frank 
HoraU, the 
350 
pound fugitive, who is wan tod hero on 
a charge of abandonment, but who 
could not be returned from Janesville, 
Wis., because his legs were too weak 
to bear up the weight of his body and 
because Jauesville officials refused to 
permit a derrick to be used in loading 
the man on the cars. 
Commissioner William Spindler has
